Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner explained to applicant the term "associated" is broadly 
interpreted within the claims to mean simply related to , connected to, in communication with, etc. InVelationship to the 
prior art the claim language does not preclude the plurality of movable members from being related to or in 
communication with more than one nozzle. As to claim 5, the examiner suggested employing the term "programmed" 
to specify the structural relationship of the controller to the moveable members. Applicant directed the examiner 
attention to column 5, lines 3-7. which teach simultaneous movement of the pistons. The examiner agreed that the 
teaching was present in this section, however further review of the reference would be required to ensure the device is 
not capable of independent movement of the pistons. The examiner further suggested applicant consider including the 
limitation of claim 5 within claim 1 . As to claim 8, the examiner explained the moving parts as specified in the office 
actions meets the limitations of the claim for the claim does not specify what is intended by the term "associated" 
Applicant agreed to consider amending claims 1 and 8 to further define applicant's intended structure and the 
relationship of the claimed elements to each other. Applicant further agreed to consider amending claim 12 to further 
clarify what occurs in the controlling step. The examiner stated the drawings do not illustrated the claimed invention as 
explained by applicant, hence applicant will consider amending the drawings to further illustrate the invention. The 
examiner would review applicants official amendment and will conduct a further search and address the claims 
accordingly. The examiner further referred applicant to Miethe et al.. US 6.488,894, as an example of a structure being 
closely related to the broad structure recited in applicant's claims. 
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
